“IT think you deseribs it about right,” he 
said, “when you say that the public school 
department is afflicted with dry rot. I have 
been puzzied for a long time to make out 
what the Board of Edueation was thinking 
of. When l was a member we found that 
we had to push things all the while. We 
managed to get our plans ready in advance, 
sothaton the Ist of August we could let 
the contracts and have tbe buildings fin- 
ished by the opening of the next school 
year. Now, less than 20 days before the 
opening of the schools, the board is just 
getting ready to let contracts for several 
new buildings. In one case they propose 
to make an addition te an old building, and 
the chances are that this buelding will be 
‘all tern upand unfit for occupancy just at 
the time when it is most needed. 

“I wish you could get at the statistics of 
the board,” he continued, “and see just 
what has been done. You would find that 
our board erected school buildings, even un- 
der the most embarrassing circumstances, 
and at acest of $1500 perroom. But we 
had a good Republican incil to back us 
up. ‘The succeeding board, I understand, 
find the average cost of their new rooms 
about 90 vent. higher than we made it, and 
they built only about half as many. The 
present board has done little or nothing in 
the way of providing new school facilities 
until the present time, when, as 1 stated, 
it was very late in theday. I have even 
interested myself in the matter, going to 
members of the board and asking them for 
the sake of the public schools todo some- 
thing, and 1 think 1 helped to stir them up 
some, 

“Another thing that has struck me as 
very singular is this: At the very time 


j|when the board was groaning under its 


burden of demands and crying out for lack 
- funds, it aavanced salaries all along the 
ine. 

Friesner, the superintendent, had been en- 
gaged at 22000 a year: his sa was in- 
creased. The teachers had been well 
enough satisfied, and had not asked any 
increase, but their salaries were advanced 
aiso. Then to add to the extravagance, the 
teachers were all voted ten months’ pay for 
nine months’'work. You must remember, 
also, that most of the teachers were given 
half-day schools, but their pay went in for 
full time just the same, or, rather, was in- 
creased.. I thought it was bad poticy at the 
time, and I told them so. I said: ‘It will 
raise suck a how! by-and-by that the public 
sentiment will react, and the chances are 
that salaries will be reduced lower than 
they were before.’ 

“As to Superintendent Friesner, I will 
simply say that he is one of the most faith- 
ful, conscientious and hard-working men I 
ever knew in such a position. But, the 
fact is, his health is so undermined that he 
can no longer perform the duties of the 
position. 1 think he recognizes that he is a 
very sick man, and he hardly considers that 
he will ever-be able to resume his duties. 
I think it is tacitly understood by the 
board that they may fill his place whenever 
they can geta suitable man. 1 am _ sorry, 
because he is a splendid man, and has done 
excellent service for the schools. Of course 
it is not justice to the public schools to hold 
the position open for him under such cir- 
cumstances. The schools must go on, 
whatever happens to individuals.” 

Superintendent Friesner has been granted 
leave of absence until January lst, and a 
new and comparatively untried man has 
been substituted in his place. Mr. Baker 
may be competent as a teacher, but he.has 
certainly had no experieuce as superin- 
tendentof a large systemof public schools, 

Last year Prof. Friesner was granted a 
month’s leave of absence during the ses 
sion.

Gen Snyder Proposes a New System 
for Los Angeles. 

A special session of the Council was held 
at 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon, and 
listened to a proposition submitted by Gen. 
William P. Snyder, president of the Pacific 
Sewerage Company. Gen. Snyder exhibited 
drawings illustrating his system, and ex- 
plained its workings. It is now in success- 
ful operation in Atlantic City, N. J., Pull- 
man and other cities of the country. The 
following definite proposition was sub- 
mitted: 

Los ANGELES (Cal.), Sept. 16, 1888, 
_ To the Honorable Mayor of the City of 


Los Angeles and Members of the Coun- 


cil Thereof—GENTLEMEN: First—The Pa- 
cific Sewerage Company, a corporation or- 
ganized under the laws of Colorado, own- 
ing and holding the rights of what is 
known as the West sewage system, pro- 
poses to receive, take care of and dispose 
without harm or nuisanee innocuous to 
good health, and without cost to the city of 
Los Angeles, ail its sewage in perpetuity at 
a place near or at the terminus ot its pres- 
ent main sewer in the Vegnon district, or at 
such other place as may be agreed upon be- 
tween the authorities of the city of Los An- 
geles and the said Pacific Sewerage Com- 


any. 

Second—The said Pacific Sewerage Com- 
pany proposes to erect and permanently 
construct what is called a pumping station, 
beautiful in architecture, strong in all its 
parts, provided with the best of machinery 
of every kind needed and filtering beds of 
skil!ful mechanical construction, the entire 
plant. to be of a suflicient capacity to re- 
ceive and dispose of as aforesaid of all the 
sewage of a city of 200,000 population, and 
so constructed as to enable its extension to 
any desired or demanded capacity. ° 

Third—The said Pacific Sewerage Com- 
pany further agrees to buy in fee simple no 
Jess than 50 acres of land upon which to 
erect its sewage plant, and to expend at 
least $20,000 in beautifying it and making 
it at once not only a place of supreme use- 
fulness but of order and beauty. 

Fourth—That the aforesaid plant shall be 
finished afid in perfect order for all pur- 
poses for which it is intended within three 
months after the date of these presents. _ 

Fifth--That the said Pacific Sewerage 
Company will filter all the sewage of said 
city, and dispose of at least 90 per cent. of 
the same, after being purified by its process, 
for irrigating purposes, and use the residuum 
as a fertilizer or compost, or in any such 
Way aS may seem wise and best to said 
sewerage company, but. always without 
— or nuisance and innocuous to good 

ealth. 

Sixth—The said Pacific Sewerage Com- 
pany further agrees that at the end of ten 
years from the date of these presents, the 
said sewage plant, in ali its details, shall be 
appraised by fivé men, two of these selected 
by the authorities of the city of Los Ange- 
les, two others to be selected by the said 
sewerage company,and the fifth by these 
four, and such appraisement to be the re- 
garded value of said plant. The said city 
of Los Angeles shall have the privilege of 
accepting such appraisement without com- 
petition, and as part payment of the same 
to have credit for the entire amount paid 
to the said. Pacific Sewerage Company for 
the erection of said plant, as provided here- 
after, together with interest at 6 per cent. 
annually, the balance to be paid in cash 
to said sewerage company, and if said ap- 
praisement be refused by the city of Los 
Angeles, said sewerage company is to keep 
or take the plant and repay the said city of 
Los Angeles every dollar of its investment, 
together with interest at 6per cent. per 


year. 

Seventh—If it be desirable and according 
to the wishes of the authorities of said city 
of Los Angeles to visit Atlantic City, N. J. 
to view and see in full operation the alluded 
to system of sewage in all its varied details, 
the same to be looked uponas a sample of 
the system proposed to be used here, the 
Pacific Sewage Company will pay the ex- 
penses of such trip upon such conditions as 
may be agreed upon hereafter. . 

Fighth—In consideration of which, the 
said city. of Los Angelesis to deliver at a 
point agreed upon by the contracting par- 
ties all the sewage of said city, and to com- 
pel by ordinanee, as far as in its municipal 
power, the connection of every house upon 
the line of said sewer, whether it be along 
its mains, its laterals or otherwise, 

Ninth—The further consideration being 
that said city of Los Angeles deliver unto 
said sewerage company $150,000 of its 
bonds, paying 6 per cept. annually, said 
bonds to be delivered from time to time to 
the president or authorized agent of said 
Pacific Sewerage Company during the pro- 
gress of construction of said plant, agree- 
able to the judgment of the Sewer Com- 
mittee,

The Committee on Permanent Organization 
reported the name of Hon. John D. Long 
for permanent chairman, and he was 
chosen. 

The platform reaffirms fealty to Republi- 
can principles, eulogizes the party as a 
“monument of sound, conservative, judi- 
cious statesmanship,” insists upon that pro- 
tective policy which shall keep American 
markets for Americans,, and prevent the 
wages of workmen from being degraded by 
competition of pauper or slave labor below 
the standard which shall enable thein to en- 
joy the comfort and leisure which are be- 
coming and essential to American citizen- 
Ship. It declares at length against the 
evils of undervaluation of imports as de- 
structive of the American system of pro- 
tection; favors “return to specific du- 
ties whenever practicable, and asserts: 

“It is notorious that the treasury of the 
Democratic party is largely replenished 
from the profits of liquor saloons. The 
counsels of that party are largely directed 
by it, and the active working torces of the 
Democratic party are made up of men con- 
nected with it,while the influence of church. 
and home, to which the Republican party 
looks for support, is resisted by it.” 

It favors the submission of a constitu- 
tional prohibitory amendment to a vote 6f 
the people of the State. 1t contrasts the 
“brave foreign policy of the Republican 
party, inspired by unbending American- 
ism, which compelled Great Britain -to 
cease giving aid tu the rebellion, and apolo- 
gize for her wrong-doing, and make com- 
pensation as a defendant; which required 
Louis Napoleon to evacuate Mexico, and 
compélled nearly every first-class power of 
Europe to renounce the old doctrine of per- 
petual allegiance and let our citizens 
alone;” with the timid diplomacy of {the 
present Executive. 1t declares against 
monopolies and trusts, favorsreform of the 
immigration laws, generous treatment of 
ex-Union soldiers, and closes by indorsing 
the national platform and candidate. Re- 
cess was taken till 6 p.m. 

Before recess a ballot for Governor was 
taken and resuited in the renomination of 
Gov. Ames by a vote of 289 to 85 for W. F. 
raper. 
The convention reassembied and Ames’ 
nomination was made unanimous, George 

Robinson and W. F. Draper were 
chosen electorg-at-large. The other nomi- 
nations were Lieutenant-Governor, Hon. 
J. Q. A. Brackett; Secretary of State, 
Henry B. Pierce; Auditor, Charies R. 
Ladd; Attorney-General, A. J. Water- 
man. 


NEW YORK’S DEMOCKACY. 


Gov. Hill Renominated by Acclama- 
 tion—The Platform. 
BuFFALo (N. Y.), Sept. 12.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.} The Democratic State 
Convention was called to order at 1 o’clock 
by Mayor Murphy of Troy, chairman of the 
State Committee. Just before the conven-

chairman. After a short speech by Mr. 
Herrick, the Committee on Resolutions pre- 
sented the platform. 

The first plank indorses the candidates 
and platform of the St. Louis Convention 
and Cleveland’s letter of acceptance, The 
second plank hails with patriotic satisfac- 
tion the bold, aggressive and statesmanlike 
message of President Cleveland on the fish- 
eries question, vindicating the rights and 
proclaiming anew the dignity of American 
citizenship. The third plank commends the 
efforts of the President to enforce the laws 
relative to imported contract labor, and 
recommends a thorough revision of the laws 
so as to exclude criminals and paupers from 
abroad. ‘The Chinese Bill is indorsed, and 
its approval by the Senate is demanded. 
The fourth plank says: “We maintain 
that combinations of capital,- commonly 
called trusts, are conspiracies which limit 
the production, fix the price of commodi- 
ties, regardless of the cost of production, 
and reduce the wages of labor, erush out 
the smaller independent dealers, and 
strangle competition. These conspiracies 
are not private affairs. They are matters of 
general governmental concern. We demand 
legislation to prevent such combination. 
‘The tenth plank extends to Parnell and 
Giadstone the moral support of the party, 
and the last plank indorses Gov. Hill’s ad- 
ministration and congratulates the Democ- 
racy upon the bright prospect for the na- 
tional party’s success, 

After the adoption of the platform, Daniel 
Lockwood made a speech which closed 
with the renomination of Gov. Hill. When 
Lockwood mentioned the name of David B. 
Hill the audience and delegates rose to 
their feet and cheered wildiy, waving hats, 
When Lockwood 
could make himself heard, he moved that 
the nomination ef David B. Hill for Gov- 
ernor be made by acclamation. Ue gave 
way, however, to permit District Attorney 
J. RK. Fellows and Gen. Roger A. Pryor of 
New York to second the nomination. The 
nomination was then declared unanimous, 
and there were sounds of wild applause and 
a scene of frantic delight. 

Lieut.-Gov. Jones was renominated next 
by acclamation. Clinton Gray was named 
for Judge of the Court of Appeals and the 
convention adjourned.

Rapidly-developing !ndustries. 

Statistics recently published afford 
a striking example of the rapidity with 
which new industries are taken up and 
developed.

These are com- 
panies running central stations for the 
suppy of arc and incandescent lighting 
to subscribers. In addition to these 
stations there are said to be 3000 iso- 
lated plants at work. The total num- 
ber of arc lamps in use throughout the 
United States is roughly estimated at 
200,000, while about 1,250,000 incan- 
descent lamps are nightiy in use. The 
reater part oftheare lighting is done 
rom the central stations, while the 
larger share of the incandescent light- 
ing falls to isclated plants.” It is esti- 
mated that 150,000 are lamps are sup- 
plied from the 1000 central stations; 
while only 500,000 incandescent lamps 
are supplied by them. If we estimate 
the life of incandescent lamps at one 
year, the lamp renewals alone would 
amount to $1.250,000.

TALKS UN THE TARIFF. 


The Fallacy and Folly of the Per- 
centage Keduction Exposed. 

The Independent of New York has 
secured some of our leading statesmen 
and thinkers to discuss the tariff ques- 
tion for the benefit of its wide circle of 
readers. In the issue of August 9th, 
Hon. Thomas B. Reed of Maine has an 
interesting articie, from which we take 
the following tariff talk: , 

“The friends of the President, look- 
ing at the Oregon elections, and seeing 
also other like signs in the heavens, 
have now become alarmed, aud Mr. 
Mills himself, after having delivered 
four years ago a pointed declaration in 
favor of ‘free trade,’ calling it by its 
very name, and just after having been 
examined personally by Henry George 
and pronounced ‘free trade from the 
base up,’ has been constrained to go to 
New York and declare that ‘no Demo- 
crat wishes free trade.’ 

‘The newspapers of his party-also 
are now full of disclaimers. They 
take refuge in the doctrine of percent- 
ages, and declare that it is cruel to 
charge them with free trade when they 
only take off 7 per cent. and leave 40. 
This doctrine of percentage is a mere 
juggie with figures, as lL will show. It 
has had great vogue, for both parties 
have used it. It was presented early 
in the debate, and the Democratic 
figures were taken by their opponents, 
because the then Democratic doctrirfe 
announced ail their speeches was 
that protection forced the people to 
pay $1,000,000,000 to manufacturers in 
order’to give the treasury $100,000,000 
of revenue, and was, therefore, a sys- 
tem of ‘robbery.’ To which the quick 
and uncomfortable answer came: If 
this be ‘robbery’ why do you stiil sanc- 
tion what you say is 40 per cent. of 
‘robbery?’ 

“This percentage, therefore, seems 
to have the sanction of both parties, 


| whereas it is only the assertion of one. 


Now, however, since the President’s 
friends are trying to claim that their re- 
tention of 40 per cent. shows them to be 
the real Original friends of protection, 
it is time to call attention to this fal- 
lacy and to show how this percentage 
doctrine is managed. It is time to show 
whatathey call merely a7 per cent. re- 
duction really is. Some articles we use 
much of. Of others we use very little. 
In this new doctrine of vercentages 
quantity plays no part. Tannic acid at 
197 per cent., ef which we use ounces. 
counts as much as metals at 38 per 
cent., of which we use thousands of 
tons. We import $200 worth of the 
acid and $16,000,000 worth of the metals. 

‘““Anybody can see the folly of ad- 
ding these percentages together and 
saying that the average protection on 
tannic acid and the metals is 117 per 
cent. .And yet just in that way is the 
sleight-of-hand percentage doctrine 
maneuvered. A better testis in the 
very figures which Mr: Mills himself fur-

The 
aim of the author bus been to deny the 
claim of the professors of the orthodox 
English school of political economists 

at. trade_is_the- arly,scien- 
tific side of that question in its applica- 
tion to the United States. He rejects 
the cosmopolitan treatment, and re- 
gards this economic problem as un- 
thinkable unless expressed in terms of 
our nationality. 

Qur census and treasury statistics 
show that our people consume, an- 
nually. commodities to the value, in 
round numbers, of $10,000,000,000. Of 
these, $7,000,000.000 are produced in do- 
mestic industries, in which no nation 
can compete with.us, and protective 
duties are useless; $400,000,000 are the. 
products of other climates and indus- 
tries in which we cannot compete, and 
duties, except for revenue, woulda be 
absurd; the remaining $2,600,000,000 are 
for commodities made partly at home 


and partly abroad in competing indus- 


tries, natural to us, but in which we 
can be undersold by foreigners. 

The persistence with 
author follows the track of the pro- 


fessors unavoidably renders the argu-. 


ment somewhat abstract. His pro- 
positions, successfully maintained out 
of the facts of our commerce, are as 
fcllows: 

1. Seyen-eighths of the commodities 
made in the competing industries 
consumed by our people cannot 
be procured by. exchanges in the 
foreign market at ail, for we cannot 
effer the proper exportables to buy 
them with. For all these there are no 
foreign exchanges to restrict. 

2. These seven-eichihs, being an’in- 
dispensable part of the domestic de- 
mand, must, if we are not to go with- 
out them, necessarily be made at home 
under the American condition of wages 
and profits which home competition 
regulates. 

3. The domestic industries which 
are to produce these seven-eighths can- 
not be called into existence and -main- 
tained, as yet, except by the protective 
statute imposing duties on the one- 
eighth imported to equalize its cost 
with the home product. sit 

4. This duty does not increase the 


cost to the consumer of the seven- | 


eighths made at home, and the duty is 
consequently not a tax, but goes as 
revenue into the common treasury. 


These propositions logically cohere 


and lead rigorously to the author’s 
conclusions. His presentation of the 
argument for protective duties is prac- 
tically reduced to the question of de- 
termining which are the competing in- 
dustries. The question of “revising 
tariff’? thus becomes much simpli- 
ed.

There is much talk of pushing | 
in eight-inch iron pipes. I hope it will 
soon be done for the safety and con- 
venience of the citizens. Speaking of 
fire matters reminds me of how cir- 
cumstances alter, cases. We have no 
lot for our hosehouse, and have been 
paying rent for the ground on which it 
stands. The Southern Pacific Railroad 
has several acres in the heart of the 
city, which was donated to them when 
the road was built. Some time ago a 
committee wrote to E. E. Hewitt, di- 
vision superintendent of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, for permission to put 
our bosehouse on the railroad land, in 
a central location, and near its new 
depot, but on land for which, at pres-. 

In course 
of time an unfavorable answer came, 
The Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
did not want their grounds cumbered; 

it might cause future trouble. They 
regretted exceedingly to refuse the re-_ 
quest, ete.
